Some seem to go about it so 
directly you know that for them 
it is something they have planned 
for a long time. 


Not far away, down the wind- 
ing road, is the small clapboard 
cottage which was called “The 
Little White House.” There is a 
fence before it. 


It is interesting to watch there, 
too. There is hardly a day that 
at least two or three persons do 
not come there and stand for 
awhile looking at the house. Some 
are merely curious. Others stand 
there looking with eyes full of 
tears. Now and then one will 
kneel there and pray. 


Something Personal 


For all of them Franklin D. | ge 
Roosevelt meant something very | Miya 


personal, It may be that it was 
a home or a farm saved. Or, 
it may be just a memory of those 
terrible, dark days which now 
seem like a dream and which 
many conveniently forget, when 
despair sat at the door of every 
heart, and the only voice with 
courage and faith in it was his. 


But whatever it was, it brings 
them to Hyde Park in larger 
numbers than go to any other 
similar national monument or me- 
morial. And, so. it is at the Lit- 
tle White House in Georgia. 


A writer named Van Loon once 
wrote a book called ‘‘Geography.” 
In a frontispiece, in an effort 
to create a pieture of the im- 
mensity of time and of eternity, 
he wrote something like this: 


“In a far-off place stands a 
huge mountain of granite. Once 
a year a small bird comes and 
sharpens his beak on the stone. 
When that bird shall have worn 
away that great mountain of 
stone, one day shall have passed 
in eternity.” 


The critics come every day to 
the granite of Roosevelt’s mem- 
ory, calling him charlatan, Com- 
munist, and worse. They sharpen 
their beaks on the mountain of his 
deeds and his name, but some- 
how, they leave no impression. 


All that was said of him was 
sfid of all others who have 
answered something in the hearts 
of men, and the granite of their 
names and deeds remains, 


His faults were many. Great 
men have great faults. And crit- 
ics make a squawling noise about 
these faults. 


But, somehow the people come 
to pray. 


Little Damage 


Not much damage can be done 
the name or memory of any man 
or any woman who has answered, 
even in part, some great yearning 
and some hunger in the human 
heart. 


He was all they say. 


He was ambitious. He pussy- 
footed at times. He was impa- 
tient. He played politics, and he 
was skilled at it. He used cor- 
rupt machines if they were going 
his way. His code of political 
morality did not include past 
party loyalty if it meant abandon- 
ing what be believed to be an im- 
portant issue. He would fret 
about small, personal things and 
be casual about big things. He 
had his share of vanity. He liked 
to lead and be followed. He was 
not good at taking advice. 


Yet, if we take pencil and paper 
and add it up and put down the 
result, we will see that the same 
total will be found beneath the 
names of all those who have 
been projected by destiny and the 
fell clutch of circumstance to a 
place in the blazing sun of his- 
tory. And none in all our past 
history was ever so sharply pro- 
jected as he. ‘(Young Jack Ken- 
nedy now is in the white, hot 
glare of it.) 

And when the messenger came 
to take him to Charon's boat he 
left a country which had intact 
every single one of its institutions, 
umimpaired, strong and free. And 
he left a people bereft of not a 
single guarantee under a Consti- 
tution written generations before 
in hope and confidence. 

Nowhere else in the whole wide 
world could that be said.

Explosion on Boat

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.—Ray 
Ellis, former Georgia Tech as- 
sistant football coach, and Pepper 
Rodgers, former star quarterback 
of the Jackets, were seriously 
burned Friday in an explosion and 
fire aboard a cabin cruiser in 
Tampa Bay. 


Four other members of the 
University of Florida football 
coaching staff, of which Rodgers 
is now backfield coach, also were 
injured. 


Most critically burned is Ellis, 
56, business manager of a Tampa 
television station, and a football 
aide under W. A. (Bill) Alexander 
at Tech in the 40s. 


Doctors attending Ellis said his 
recovery will depend upon what 
happens in the next three or four 
. days. “‘In a case of severe burn,” 
said one doctor, “it is difficult to 
tell early how well the patient 
will respond to treatment.” 


Ellis suffered severe burns, 
and was reported to be uncon- 
scious at Mound Park Hospital 
here early Friday night. 


Rodgers, 29, and end coach Jim 
Powell, 39, suffered burns over 
most of the body and are listed 
in serious condition. 

The other burn victims, were: 


Jimmy Durn, 23, varsity back- 
field coach and former star Flor- 
ida quarterback, burned on the 
face, hands and head. All of 
his hair was burned off. 

John Donaldson, 35, defensive 
backfield coach, and former 
coach at Wayne County of Jesup,

Russia Gives Yuri 
[ts Wildest Ovation

‘UPP)—Nikita Khrushchev, weeping with emotion, 


rouse dialdednan Yuri Gagarin home to Moscow Friday and the 
city’s millions hailed him as the space age Columbus in a roaring 
welcome no Stalin or czar ever reived. 


A near mob scene developed in 
Red Square. Women fainted in 
the crush as the crowd tried to 
press toward the marble Lenin- 
Stalin Mausoleum on which Ga- 
garin and Khrushchev stood with 
other dignitaries. Police finally 
pushed the crowd back and re 
stored order. 


Gagarin drew roars when he 
said he and his fellow cosmonauts 
are “ready at any time’’ for more 
space flights. And Khrushchev 
said the Soviets would send more 
“space swallows’”’ out and “leave 
other states behind.” He left no 
doubt he was referring to the 
United States. 


Eyes downcast and modest 
throughout the tumult, the 27- 
year-old carpenter’s son lost his 
reserve only when he greeted his 
comely wife and clasped her for 
30 seconds in a hug and kiss 
while tens of thousands of Rus- 
sians, egged on by Khrushchev, 
cheered. 


The Soviet Premier jumped up 
and down excitedly as he greeted 
Gagarin. He kissed and bear- 
hugged the flier who was dressed 
in the uniform of a Soviet air 
force major. In his speech to a 
vast crowd in Red Square, 
Khrushchev compared Gagarin to 
Christopher Columbus. 


“His name will live forever in 
the history of mankind,’ the Pre- 
mier said,

Laos Defeat 
Of Chutists 
Jolts West 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)—West- 
ern diplomats here were plunged 
into despair Friday by the evac- 
uation—without a major fight — 
of royal paratroopers dropped 
near Muong Kassy nine days ago. 


The Westerners had hoped for 
a decisive push by royal forces 
before an expected cease-fire is 
negotiated with pro-Communist 
Pathet Lao rebel leaders. 


The evacuation wrote off as a 
failure one of the most, spectacu- 
lar operations of the civil war— 
the April 5 air drop interpreted 
by Westerners as a warning to 
the Pathet Lao that government 
forces still were powerful despite 
a succession of defeats. 


Young American civilian pilots 
flying U. S.-made helicopters 
plucked the red-bereted para- 
troopers from a valley northwest 
of Muong Kassy Thursday and 
took them to the royal capital of 
Luang Prabang. 


The paratroopers had been 
dropped near the north-south high- 
way between Luang Prabang and 
the administrative capital of Vien- 
tiane to counter paratroopers the 
Pathet Lao had thrown into the 
fight April 3 for royal military 
headquarters at Vang Vieng. 


Government officials said their 
paratroopers had accomplished 
their mission of halting the rebel 
drive southward. But earlier this 
week Moscow radio reported the 
gvernment paratroopers were 
encircled.

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Russell Is Correct 
On $1.25 Minimum 


When so bona fide a conservative as 
Sen. Richard Russell of Winder, Ga., is 
willing to admit that $1.25 an hour is a 
necessary minimum wage for America in 
the 1960s, the contrary arguments of the 
so-called conservatives lose their luster. 

What Georgia’s senior senator is say- 
ing is quite clear: In all businesses recog- 
nized as being subject to federal govern- 
ment regulation, every worker should re- 
ceive at least $50 a week. (By 1963, thus 
allowing the businesses to make the tran- 
sition more easily. ) 

Sen. Russell is still at odds with the 
administration on the minimum wage 
bill, however. He raises a very valid 
constitutional question of coverage. 
Which businesses should be regulated by 
the national capital and which by state 
capitals? 

The argument turns on who is in in- 
terstate commerce. Is it only those firms 
that “do business” in several states or 
across state lines? Sen. Russell says yes. 
The administration says a firm that does 
a million dollars’ business a year and im- 
ports $250,000 worth of goods across state 
lines for resale is, too. We agree. 

The issue of how much the minimum 
wage should be has now been settled. It 
should be $1.25. The remaining debate 
will be helpful only if it concentrates on 
who shall be covered.

Advice for the Future 


Gov. Vandiver’s review of the state’s 
changing economy before the Georgia 
Bankers Association Thursday is worth 
study by all bankers as well as citizens 
in general. The facts he outlined have 
been apparent for some time but the chal- 
lenges they present will require new ap- 
proaches and hard work on the part of 
state leadership. 

Despite a 14.5 per cent increase in 
population in the last decade, more people 
left Georgia than came into the state. 
More people moved out of 138 of our 159 
counties than came in. Metropolitan area 
population increased by 36 per cent while 
91 counties showed a decline. Farm work- 
ers decreased from 29 per cent of the to- 
tal to 15 per cent. 

During the same period per capita in- 
comes rose to approximately 75 per cent 
of the national average, reflecting the 
change to more and better paying jobs in 
business and industry. Bank assets almost 
doubled. Yet job opportunities did not in- 
crease on a parity with the labor force, 
thus forcing thousands to leave their home 
communities and the state.

An increasing number of Georgia 
counties are recognizing the necessity of 
tax equalization. 

Latest to approve such a program and 
to take steps toward application for a 
state loan to finance the work is Polk 
County. 

Meanwhile, Paulding County Commis- 
sioner Loren Womack said he has applied 
for a loan for his county. “I understand 
the state will make available only a lim- 
ited amount of money and some 27 Geor- 
gia counties already have applied,” he 
said. 

Although the legislature passed the 
Bolton bill to encourage tax equaliza- 
tion, Gov. Vandiver still has not set up 
the million-dollar revolving fund from 
which counties could borrow in order to 
finance their programs.

The Kennedy as- 
sumption is that state and local programs of indigent care will cover 
medical needs among these people; some 80,000 of them already draw 
help from the state (Old Age Assistance). Georgia and federal laws 
also exist to provide medical care for these non-recipients of Social 
Security, and for others who are willing to prove they are paupers. 
But that program doesn’t really exist. The spending contest in the 
last legislature dissipated the state money that Gov. Vandiver had 
intended to put into the program in order to draw the federal match- 
ing funds. Even if the program were operating, it would be no help 
to the state’s main body of elderly citizens—those under Social Se- 
curity, and those who don’t want to ask for alms. The Kennedy bill 
may change, absorb or supersede this inadequate and unfinanced pro- 


gram anyway.

The Main Question 
Can't Be Discussed 


WASHINGTON—In his press conference Pres- 
ident Kennedy clarified but did not end the de- 
bate within his administration about how far to 


go in helping the Cuban refugees overthrow the Castro government. He 
talked about what was not at issue but not about what was at issue. 


He confirmed what was known: 
The United States is not going to 
intervene with its armed forces 
to expel the bearded warriors 
from Havana; it is going to do 
what it can to prevent any 
Americans from getting into the 
battle, and it is not going to al- 
low an armada of anti-Castro 
refugees to launch an invasion of 
Cuba from Miami Beach or any- 
where in the United States. 

This still leaves the main ques- 
tions which he could not very 
well discuss in public. The cen- 
tral issue raised by these ques- 
tions is not whether there are 
idealistic principles which trans- 
cend the national interest, but 
how to serve the national interest 
in Cuba without weakening the 
national interests elsewhere. 


Everywhere in the world, the 
United States is trying to defend 
or establish a simple over-riding 
principle: That force shall not be 
used, directly or indirectly, to 
achieve political ends, and that 
all international disputes shall be 
settled by negotiation. 

International treaties and 
agreements are the instruments 
of this principle. Our basic argu- 
ment is that treaties and agree- 
ments must be honored. Our 
contention is that this is the cen- 
tral issue of the cold war: That 


we abide by our treaties while 
the Communists dishonor them, 
and our fundamental argument 
has been that a world in which 
international agreements are no 
good is a world of chaos which 
favors the Commumists and not 
the free nations. 

Accordingly, the policy argu- 
ment now going on at the very 
summit of the Kennedy adminis- 
tration is not between the ‘‘real- 
ists” who want to wage a proxy 
war on Castro versus the “‘ideal- 
ists’’ who want to sit around 
philosophizing about universal 
principles. 

Both sides in the dispute want 
to bring him down. The differ- 
ence is simply that one side 
thinks he has to be brought down 
now by fairly massive aid to the 
refugees before Castro gets too 
strong to be brought down by 
anything except the Marines, 
while the other side is less per- 
sSuaded by the urgency of Cas- 
tro’s developing strength and 
wants to be sure that we do not 
jump from the Cuban crisis into 
a lot of other crises elsewhere. 

More than likely what will come 
out of this debate is a compro- 
mise of helping the refugees get 
into the ring with Castro in or- 
der to test the will of the Cuban 
people.

If the 
county had to hire extra file 
clerks, would it not help unem- 
ployment? Surely in this great 
city of ours, someone will feel re- 
sponsible toward these unfortu- 
nate men and women who have 
gone astray and will start a 
movement for better separation 
of prisoners. 

I know from first hand experi- 
ence how wonderful and dedi- 
cated the men and women who 
work in our jails must be and 
they are doing a fine job but I 
am sure they would be the first 
to voice this same opinion. 

We in this city, who give to 
so many worthy causes, surely 
should consider this as one of 
the most worthy of causes and do 
something about it.

But the old Sardis Church property won't be abandoned, the 
Rev. Mr. Budd said. Some 35 families want to stay for a few Sun- 
days to see if they can maintain the old church by themselves. If 
it works out, the pastor said, some arrangement will have to be 
worked out for the names of the two churches. 


Also at a new location is Mt. Vernon Methodist Church, 
founded in 1822. 


_ Originally located in the Inman Yards area, Mt. Vernon has 
met for the last two years in the Bolton Legion Hut. The Inman 
Yards property was sold to a railroad company. 


The congregation is now meeting in an old house on Marietta 
Boulevard, NW., and hopes to begin construction on the first 
unit of its new building June 1.

‘Contemporary 
architecture has proved itself. It 
is no longer merely a fad but 
truly a trend.” 


SEES CONFUSION 


He adds, however, that there 
s “confusion everywhere” 
among both church leaders and 
architects — over just what 
factors should dominate the de- 
sign of churches in the present 
age. 


That is the situation, as about 
1.200 architects and church lead- 
ers get set to meet in Pittsburgh 
next week, from Tuesday through 
Thursday, at a national church 
architectural conference.

‘‘Monstrosities, monuments and 
models’’ is the title of the keynote 
address to be given by Presby- 
terian theologian Dr. Theophilus 
M. Taylor. Those words reflect 
the reactions to the variety of 
new church buildings now going 
up. 


SOME RIDICULED 


Some have been ridiculed for 
pointless novelty, others for bar- 
ren utilitarianism — as religious 


‘supermarkets.’ Others have 
been admired for their simple 
beauty, their reverence and 


honesty of concept. 


In any case, at the height. of an 
unprecedented spiral in church 
building outlays that last year 
topped a billion dollars for the 
first time, church design is in a 
state of flux. 


“The dismaying fact is that for 
the first time in Christian history, 
the church building has ceased 
to exercise a formative influence 
on all architecture,"’ says the 
Rev. Marvin P. Halverson, a 
specialist on church art forms. 


MOOD OF TIMES 


In past periods, church archi- 
tecture has taken on definite 
qualities, reflecting the mood of 
the times. Out of the Middle 
Ages, with its view of God as 
impenetrable mystery, came the 
awesome cathedrals with dim 
vaults and remote altars. 


The Renaissance, with its 
rationalistic ideas of success, 
brought forth the Romanesque 
temples, ornate, gilded and tap- 
estried, with little mysticism left. 
In New England, with its class- 
less, democfatic spirit, came the 
simple, steepled meeting house, 
without ostentation, glamor or 
mystery. 


“Today the poor architect just 
does not know what his church 
is to say,’’ Raskin writes in the 
Nation. "A new and valid con- 
temporary church expression 
must be found, regardless of how 
many eyebrows are lifted or 
sentiments offended.” 


UGLY DUCKLING STAGE 


Many conditions have arisen in 
religious life spurring architec- 
tural changes, including the de- 
mand for educational and recrea- 
tional facilities. Liturgical re 
forms also have brought closer 
ties between congregation and 
altar. 


“We recognize that we are in 
the ugly duckling stage,’’ Dirlam 
writes in the Christian Century.

With his wife on his right and 
Khrushchev on his left, Gagarin 
climbed into an open car. It 
rolled off toward Moscow, 12 
miles away, past crowds who 
filled it knee-deep with the flow- 
ers they threw. 


In Red Square atop the Lenin- 
Stalin Mausoleum, he addressed 
the vast crowd below. 


He said that when he blasted 
off, he thought of the Communist 
party, “‘about our socialist moth- 
er country, love for the glorious 
party, for our heroic toiling 
people.” 


His fellow astronauts were 
ready to join him in space, he 
said.

Be- 
sides, the women had sneaked 
out of the convention sessions 
to shop for everything from 
bathing suits to a floral (plastic) 
arrangement spied in a gift 
shop. 


The tea at the home of the 
Girl Scout Founder, Juliette 


Gordon Low lured everybody. 
They learned more and saw 
more about scouting than they 
ever learned as a troup leader. 


The scouts probably slipped 
up for the first time in their 
long career — there were no 
girl scout cookies among the 
refreshments. But guests bought 
more crafts—made by the 
scouts—than they could ever 
use! 


Then there were the. favors 
from the convention. After 
every meal the local committee 
members announced that ‘“‘table 
decorations are for sale, please 
pay at the door when you 
leave.”
